Group hopes to get Head 
Start in operation again

There. is an ‘‘absolute”’ possibility 
that Madison County could lose 
“large amounts of money” if a vehi- 
cle is not found to reinstate pro- 
grams formerly operated by the 
county’s Economic Opportunity 
Commission, Kathleen Fillo Rogers, 
president of the Executive Round- 
table, warned during a,news con- 
ference in Granite City’ yesterday 
morning. 

“There is a real possibility (that 
the county) could lose funding for 
the Community Services Block 
Grant program and the Head Start 
program, she said in offering the Ex- 
ecutive Roundtable’s help to any 
agency that could get these and 
other EOC programs operating 
again before they disintegrate. 

THE EXECUTIVE Roundtable is 
a “networking agency” comprised 
of 35 executives from county and 
area service agencies who plan to 
use their combined influence and ex- 
pertise to help get the EOC pro- 
grams going again. 

“We are very concerned about the 
closing of programs that have been 
operated by the EOC, Services 
should not be lost to the residents of 
the county. People in need and 
whose needs have been met by these 
programs are still in need, Mrs. 
Rogers said. In addition to being 
president of the Roundtable, Mrs. 
Rogers setves as executive director 
of the’ Family Services & Visiting 
Nurse Association. 

SEVERAL Roundtable executives 
will meet with Madison County 
Board Chairman Nelson Hagnauer, 
County Director of Administration 
Mary Kane and Community 
Development Director Cheryl Juett 
‘Tuesday to discuss ways in which

the county can help get some pro- 
grams operating again. The Round- 
table also hopes to meet with EOC 
officials and advisers in the near 
future, since EOC currently has con- 
trol over the programs most in 
jeopardy, Mrs. Rogers told 
members of the news media. 

A serious problem the Roundtable 
hopes to help solve is the unwill- 
ingness of the EOC board to relin- 
quish control of the Head Start pro- 
gram, which could keep that pro- 
gram from operating for up to a 
year. 

The other major problem is that 
the .Community Services Block 
Grant program can only be ad- 
ministered by a CAP (Community 
Action Program) certified agency 
and the EOC is ‘the only CAP- 
certified agency in Madison County. 

THE EOC has been closed since an 
audit by the Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Community Affairs 
discovered thousands of dollars in 
‘questioned’? expenditures in 
several of the programs it ad- 
ministered. ‘ 

The Block Grant Program, ad- 
ministered by the. EOC and 
distributing approximately $250,000 
a year, serves approximately 3,000 
persons a year, funding the pur- 
chase of emergency food, clothing 
and shelter, supporting the Treasure 
Houses, a transportation system for 
the needy, Outreach Crisis Interven- 
tion neighborhood service centers 


throughout the county and providing 
funds for existing service agencies 
to help the needy. 

The possibility exists that a CAP 
agency from outside the county 
could be convinced to expand its 
boundries to include Madison Coun- 
ty and take over the Block Grant 
program, but Executive Roundtable 
officials at the press conference in- 
dicated they would prefer not to go 
outside of the county for a sponsor- 
ing agency. 

“THE PEOPLE here in Madison 
County know best what the needs are 
here in Madison County,” Mrs. 
Rogers commented. 

Stephen Dolan, a member of the 
Roundtable Executive Committee 
and district supervisor of the 
Department of Rehabilitative Ser- 
vices in Alton, added, ‘‘We would 
prefer not to go outside of the county 
(for an agency) because the county 
would lose control (of the pro- 
grams).”* 

Another possibility would be to 
create a new agency and seek CAP 
certification from the federal and 
state government for that agency, 
but that would take time. Certain 
board’ makeup, rules, and other 
requirements would make it difficult 
for any existing agency to.convert to 
a CAP agency in a short time, com- 
mittee members said: 

‘TIME IS one' thing the Roundtable 
members feel cannot be wasted, it 
was stressed. Head Start teachers 
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are seeking other employment and 
“already many of these children are 
in jeopardy. Single working parents 
with no funds for day care may have 
to give up their jobs. Many are work- 
ing, but are within the poverty 
guidelines. Time is very much of the 
essence,” Mrs. Rogers said. Mean- 
while, the children are getting closer 
to the age for entering regular 
school without the benefit if the 
preparation Head Start offers. 

Carol Wike Nudo, secretary of the 
Roundtable and ,executive director. 
of the Easter Seal Society, com- 
mented, ‘‘Our purpose is to see ex- 
actly what has to be done to. re- 
establish these services; to offer our 
services. ‘Is there anything we can 
do to help to get things moving 
again?’ We have not taken a pro or 
con position if the county is the pro- 
per agency to take over these pro- 
grams. We would like to work with 
the county to see if, in the long 
range, this is the best way to operate ~ 
these programs,”’ she explained. 

Mrs. Rogers said she feels the 
EOC — or at least the ad hoc com- 
mittee created by the EOC board to 
see if the agency can be salvaged — 
will work with the Roundtable. 

FOUR ROUNDTABLE members 
serve on the EOC ad hoc committee 
Willie Walker, director of the 
Madison County Urban League; 
C.A. “Bud” MacMillan, executive 
director of Coordinated Youth Ser- 
vices in Granite City; Cheryl Juett, 
Community Development director, 
and Margarette Bohanon, executive 
director of the Oasis Women’s 
Center in Alton. 

Also, Ruben Williams, executive 
director of the EOC until he was 
fired last month, is a member and a 
founder of the Executive Round-

Granite City Steel yesterday ob- 
jected to more than 83 percent of its 
real estate ssment in Granite:Ci 
ty Township, company and county 
officials said. It was the deadline for 
responses to 1983 tax year valua- 
tions, on which 1984 collections are 
to be’based. 

If a substantial part of the ‘steel 
producer’s taxation is eliminated or 
delayed, there would be an impact 
on local governmental agencies.

Waterslide in 
Venice delayed

Venice Park District commis- 
sioners will delay, at least until next 
year, a recreational water slide and 
Lee Park improvement plan that 
was set to begin this spring. 

The decision was made at a 
special park board meeting con- 
ducted Saturday. At the session, two 
of four commissioners voted to re- 
cind a two-day-old ordinance 
authorizing the sale of a $200,000 
bond issue needed to finance the 
park project. 

NEXT WEEK, commissioners 
will form a water. slide committee 
composed of citizens and board 
members to study the feasibility of 
the project. 

Voters approved the bond referen- 
dum to construct ‘a water slide, 
bumper boats and a combination 
bath house and concession pavilion 
by a 605 to.536 margin last April. 

. When announcing the delay, the 
_Rev. John Henry Williams, board 
president, reaffirmed his support of 
the project. “It will be,” he said. 
“People will get their water slide.” 

THE’ SETBACK was. indicated 
soon after the Thursday park board 
meeti when Commissioners 
Williams, Earl Hogan and Barbara 


Harrell approved the sale of the 
bonds. The president was later in- 
formed by Mrs. Harrell that she 
wanted to reconsider her vote. 

The president subsequently called 
a special Saturday meeting attended 
by all four commissioners, including 
Joan Silas, who had been absent for 
the Thursday meeting. The board 
has not‘yet replaced resigned Com- 
missioner Calvin Ratliff. 

COMMISSIONERS then found 

themselves in a 2 to 2 deadlock over 
a motion to halt the sale of the Lee 
Park bonds. Mrs. Harrell and Mrs. 
Silas both voted ‘against the im- 
mediate sale of the bonds: The delay 
is intended to give them further time 
to study more thoroughly how the 
bonds will be repaid and the amount 
of revenues that could come from 
the water slide. 
_ Although voters approved a tax of 
15-cents for each $100 assessed (one- 
third) valuation of property to sup- 
port the project, incomplete tax col- 
lections could cause the.project to 
depend on slide revenues for bond 
payments, Williams said. 

According to the park president, to 
prevent division among board 
members, he and Hogan agreed to 
go along with the call for further

DOCUMENTS filed by the com- 


pany, a subsidiary of National Steel 
Corp., reflect its belief that the total 
worth is $21,653,000, or 16% percent 
of $131,589,8940, Barton said. Na- 
tional Steel is a division of National 
Intergroup, Inc 

Huyer said yesterday Granite City 
Steel disagrees with the value set on 
its property in Nameoki Township 
That assessment is listed by the 
county: as $7,690,210 (one-third 
value) on the basis of total worth of 
$23,070,630. ~ 

The objection period on Nameoki 


‘Township real estate yaluations ex- 
pired in September. Barton said he 
was told the company thinks the 
Nameoki figure should be cut to 
about 20 percent of what is shown. 

HUYER TOLD the Press-Record 
the complaint on Granite City 
Township valuations could best be’ 
described as a “request for a 
review.’’ It is not intended as a 
“protest,” he emphasized, 

A small operating profit was

Report criticizes Clinton plant

A report released during the last 
quarter of 1983, has raised jsome 
serious questions about the high cost 
of Illinois Power Company’s Clinton 
nuclear unit. 

The report, completed by Cam- 
bridge Energy Research Associates 
Inc., Cambridge, Mass., lists Clinton 
as one of the most expensive nuclear 
units in the country- 


The Clinton project, which was 
started in 1976, has experienced cost 
increases which amount to seven 
times the original projected building 
cost. In 1976, it was thought the the 
power plant would cost $400 million 
— in 1983, the costs are estimated at 
$2.8 billion. 

THIS INCREASE in costs seems 
even higher when considering the 
fact that the Clinton project has been 
reduced from a two unit project to a 


one unit project. The second half of 
the nuclear plant was cancelléd in 
Octdber 1983, partially because of 
rising costs. So far, illinois Power 
has spent $1.9 million on the project, 
and expects to reach completion of 
the plant in the first quarter of 1986. 
The study says that Illinois Power 
Co. is one of several companies that 
have suffered from a ‘‘mismatch 
among the technical, financial and

Generally, the homeowners’ 
policy Form HO-1 will not cover 
perils caused by. weight of ice, snow 
or sleet, nor damage caused by 
frozen plumbing, heating and air- 
conditioning systems. Policy Form 
HO-2 will protect against these 
perils, but not damage to awnings, 
fences, patios, pavement, switnming 
pools, foundations or retaining 
walls, Policy Form HO-3 will pro- 
vide the same coverages as Form 
HO-2, but also extends to cover awn- 
ings. 

“Since there are a variety of 
‘homeowners policies on the market, 
the Department of Insurance can on- 
ly comment on the coverages pro- 
vided or excluded by the standard 
basic forms,” Washburn stated. 
“There are policies ‘available that 
may provide more or less coverage 
than those we have mentioned. As a 
final precaution, I would remind Il- 
linois residents that no homeowners 
policy, will provide protection if the 
home is vacant or unoccupied and 
the homeowner fails to maintain 
heat or drain the plumbing system,’’ 
he concluded.

Jan. 1 of this year, will allow senior 
citizens to defer their property taxes 
indefinitely. 

“In essence, this is a loan pro- 


gram,” said Lieutenant Governor 
George H. Ryan. “Senior citizens 
‘are usually on a fixed income. 
Through this new law, qualifying 
senior citizens will not have to direct 


their limited finances toward pay- 
ment of property taxes. 

“They can defer these taxes in- 
definitely.’ Ryan further explained 
that payment for the deferred taxes

At.a press conference yesterday, a network of 
professional social service agency administrators 
pleaded to be allowed to intervene in the problems 
of the Madison County Economic Opportunity Com- 
mission and get important EOC programs back in 
operation. 

While it sounds like a good idea; we are afraid the 
group, calling itself the Executive Roundtable, is in 
for some frustration. 

Only one group can untangle the complicated pro- 
blems keeping children out of Head Start classes 
and supporting important emergency food, shelter 
and clothing programs for the needy. That group is 
the ROC hoard itself. “8 

From all indications, Head Start will remain clos- 
ed all school year, unless the EOC agrees to relin- 
quish control of the program. Children in need of 
preparation for regular school classes are not 
receiving that instruction. Working mothers, who 
cannot afford child care may be quitting their jobs 
to take care of their children during the hours Head 
Start would have them. Head Start teachers are 


seeking other employment and many may not be 
available when the program resumes. 

All in all, Head Start is rapidly falling apart and 
that is a shame. a 

EOC also has exclusive control of the Community 
Service Block Grant program, providing food, 
clothing, shelter, transportation and other essen- 
tials to ‘the needy and supporting important pro- 
grams in the county.

New Year idea for Congress 


Uncle Sam rang in the New Year a little early, 
judging by data provided by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. For official Washington, Oct. 1 was the 
first day of the 1984 fiscal year, and it made the 
most of it. 

Champagne and party hats.may have been omit- 
ted, but not the bill that has to be paid. The Congres- 
sional Budget Office projects that the government 
will spend more’ than $859 billion this. year. 
Somebody figured out that this amounts to $2.3 
billion a day (including holidays and weekends) or 
$98 million an hour, $1,634,323 a minute or $27,239 a 
second. 

As the Chamber points out, this is not Monopoly 
money ‘in a board game, but real cash from the 
paychecks of people with mortgages to pay, not to 
mention heating costs and food expenses. 

As the late Senator Everett McKinley Dirksen of 
Illinois once joked to us within the marble halls of 
the Capitol, ‘‘When you talk about a billion or two 
here and a Billionor two there, before long you are 
talking about big money.” 

It is very real, of course, but the spending 
somehow seems far removed from the reality of 
small enterprises trying to meet their week’s 
payroll or young couples trying to save for a down 
payment on their first home. 

Judging by the way Washington officials’ throw 
dollars around, you would think they are 
millionaires. We may be onto something there. 
Many senators. and representatives are 
millionaires, 

Some have inherited fortunes. Some have worked 


hard in the private sector building up their wealth 
before seeking public office. And there is a third 
group of millionaires, aided immensely by the 
salary, expense and pension rules set by the 
legislators. 

‘The National Taxpayers Union says 36 members 
of Congress currently are eligible for pension 
benefits in excess of $I rhillion, apiece. Another 33 
stand to collect more than $750,000 each. 

Even after U.S. senators and congressmen no 
longer receive their $69,800 annual salaries, they 
qualify for. generous pensions—calculated by 
multiplying the nuinber of years of service, in- 
cluding military and other federal jobs, times 2.5 
percent of the average of the three highest years’ 
ney ‘The pension is indexed to increase with in- 

ation 


"The federal legislators’ pension plan is assailed 


by some as an affront to working men and women. 
An even.more inent criticism is that it divorces 
our nation’s leaders from the economic conse- 
quences of their actions. 

It becom 1 too easy to raise taxes on the 
average American when officials can walk away 

ashington with Such benefits. And inflation 

threatening when legislators know 

their pension is indexed to rise with the cost of liv- 
ing. 

A good New Year's resolution for the Senate and 
Congress would be for them to bring their pensions 
back in line with private pension programs and, 
while they are at it, do the same for federal 
employees’ indexed pension system.

Positive discipline of youngsters should 
avoid both physical and emotional abuse 


To the Editor: 

I would like to respond to the 
parent who recently wrote to the 
Press-Record in reference to a “fine 
line between discipline and 
beatings.” 

Unfortunately, many parents lack 
a knowledge of appropriate paren- 
ting skills, and their methods of 
discipline begin to include emotional 
as well as physical abuse 

1am a social worker for a private 
child welfare agency, and it is not 
uncommon for parents to verbalize 
to me their disgust for Illinois 
Department of Children and Family 
Services (DCFS) child abuse in- 
vestigators, adding that they “could 
control their children before ‘they’ 
(the state) began to énforce those 
child abuse laws.”” 

Since the DCFS. child abuse 
“hotline” telephone number became 
available on July 1, 1980, the reports 
of indicated child abuse and neglect 


in the state of Illinois have greatly 
risen. 

For the 1983 fiscal year, 63,000 
reports of alleged abuse or neglect, 
statewide, were received at the child 
abuse hotline number, compared to 
24,807 reports prior to the July 1980 
beginning of the hotline. 

In four years, this is an increase of 
150 percent, due to growing public 
awareness. : 

Although some calls received are 
from pranksters, or from angry ex- 
spouses who are attempting to “get 
even” with their former spouses, 
reports also come from concerned 
citizens, including family members 
and close friends. 

It’ is unfortunate -that many 
parents believe that corporal 
punishment is the only effective 
method of disciplining a child. 

It is difficult to raise healthy 
children in today’s society, which 
has numerous stressors which were 


non-existent a generation ago. 

Added community resources and 
linkage services are necessary for 
those of us who accept the respon- 
sibility of promoting the health and 
well-being of our children. 

Children are protected under law, 
as are adults, and deserve the pro- 
tection of the state. 

Parents who emotionally or 
physically abuse children need to 
learn more appropriate forms of 
discipline which are less detrimen- 
tal to a child. 

The woman to whom I am respon- 
ding failed to mention that DCFS is a 
benefit to the parents as well to the 
children. 

Through such intervention, 
parents may be taught more positive 
ways in which to deal with their 
children’s behavior of which they 


disapprove. f

there are only six other nuclear 
plants in the country like Clinton 
(boiling water, one unit reactors),"” 
Said Deakins. ‘‘The average cost for 
these seven reactors per kilowatt 
hour is $3,227. Clinton’s cost per 
kilowatt hour is $3,008. The plant 
with the highest price per kilowatt 
hour is Long Island Lighting Com- 
pany’s Shoreham unit with a cost of 
$4,208 per kilowatt hour.” 

THE LOWEST cost per kilowatt 
hour plant is Zimmer 1, owned by 
the Cincinnati Gas and Electric Co., 
with a cost of $2,099. 

‘1 don’t. know. who his (the 
study’s) 18 other plants are, but 
their costs compared to Clinton's 
would depend.on the size of the units, 
when construction on the units 
started, the costs of the equipment, 
labor costs and the type of nuclear 
plant being built. : 

“Some of these differences are 
rather subtle, but |they still make 

difference in comparing the costs.” 

DEAKINS SAID in at least one 
comparison of the projects, the Clin- 
ton. plant comes out ahead of the 
others. “The average amount of slip- 
page (delay§) for the-completions of 
the six plants similar to Clinton is 
eight years and three months, but 
Clinton has experienced only six 
years and five months of slippage 

Another aspect of the study with 
which Deakins disagrees is the 
statement that oil-fired power plants 
produce electricity in the five to six 
cents per kilowatt range, when the 
Clinton plant will produce electricity 

in the 14 to 18 cent a kilowatt hour 
range. The study says that Clinton’s 
expected completion cost is roughly 
equivalent to electricity produced 
from $60 to $90 a barrel oil, when the 
actual world price for oil is ‘about 
$30. 

he study says that nuclear plants 
like Clinton ‘‘are a disaster and none 
look particularly attractive unless ; 
oil prices,increase substantially."’ 

DEAKINS SAYS this. argument 
“is a fairy.tale: The costs they list 
for oil generation are just plain off. 
Nobody .we know of can produce 
electricity from) an oil-fired power 
plant for five to six cents a kilowatt

= "uwhat these researchers fail to 
tell the public about this plan is that 
Congress passed a law in 1977 that 
precludes the operation:of oil plants. 
In other words, oil-fired units can on- 
ly burn oil 17 percent of the time by 
law. 

“The only plants that can burn oil 
more than 17 percent of the time are 
a few plants on the east and west 
coast who can disregard the law 
because of the grandfather.clause. If 
they weren’t allowed in, there would 
have been serious brownouts and 
blackouts in those areas.” 

ANOTHER ALTERNATIVE to 
the oil or nuclear plants, the coal 
plant, is as expensive to build as the 
nuclear plants are, said Deakins. 
“Because of all the environmental 

. regulations that are being placed on - 
coal-fired plants, they would just 
about break even with the nuclear 
plant as far as costs go.”” 

Deakins said that when Illinois 
Power was’ deciding which type of

plant to build, the national trend was 
to go nuclear. “Power companies 
were being urged to help overcome 
the. United States dependence on 
foreign oil, so they were discourag- 
ing companies from building oil- 
fired plants. 

“Also, at the time we were con- 
sidering the (Clinton plant, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
was cracking down, dn coal-fired 
plants for their sulfur emissions and 
the technology hadn’t been invented 
back then to combat the sulfur emis- 
sions.”’ 

DEAKINS ALSO said that 
previous to the plant consideration, 
IHinois Power had just resolved a 
coal miners’ strike and decided it 
should diversify its type of power 
source. ‘‘We are 97 percent fueled by 
coal and, if the coal strike would 
have continued, we would have ex- 
perienced a serious blackout,” he 
said. 

He said he thinks that, although 
the nuclear power plant is a good 
thing, that Illinois Power ‘will pro- 
bably’not undertake a project like 
this again. 

“Nuclear power plants have not 
worked out at all in this country. And 
it’s a shame too, because they’re 
selling them (nuclear power plants) 
like hotcakes’in foreign countries. 
I’m afraid all those cheap kilowatt 
hours in other countries are going to 
come back to haunt us. 


“ANTI-NUCLEISTS are installing 

a phobia fear in everybody that has 
no justification. I have no qualms at 
all about the safety of the Clinton 
plant because it has three, four and 
five back-up systems for every 
device... 
“The THree Mile Island incident 
has gotten so much coverage, but 
the fact is, is that there still hasn’t 
been a death attributed to the 
nuclear industry.” 

Deakins says the plant is ‘being 
built by skilled, experienced 
workers who have become available 
because of the shutdowns of some 
plants. 

ONE. PLANT in particular, that 
may be added to the list of those 
closed is the Marble Hill project in 


, Indiana, which this week suspended 


all work on its $7.7 billion project un- 
til it decides whether to completely 
cancel the plant. 

Last month, a task force recom- 
mended that the Marble Hill project 
be cancelled because the project 
was too costly to complete and the 
plant would be too costly to operate 
and maintain. The committee also 
suggested that the $2.5 billion that 
has been spent on the plant be ab- 
sorbed by the shareholders of the 
plant, instead of the customers. 

Deakins said the chances of a shut- 


re remote. ‘This plant (Mar- 
ble Hill) has been mainly suffering 
from poor construction work and 
we've (Clinton) never had a problem 
with anyone claiming any shoddy 
workmanship on the project.”’ 

HE DID SAY, however, that news 
of nuclear plant closings like this 
have had a negative effect on the 
utility company stocks. ‘Investors 
have become a little suspect of any 
stock of a utility building a nuclear 
powerplant, but we (Illinois Power) 
haven't suffered any great decrease 
in our stock prices. s 

“But our bond rating has suffered 
from the shutdowns, which has 
made our cost of borrowing even 
more,” he added. 

Despite all this, Deakins said that 
Illinois Power is as optimistic about 
the Clinton’plant as it has been the 
past two years. “‘All the anti-nuclear 
publicity has been hard on our in- 
dustry, but most of those people are 
misinformed. I’m confident in the 
safety and construction of the 
plant,” he concluded.

board. 

Discussing an existing Illinois 
statute that provides a staff of ten 
appraisers to assist local-level 
governments, Barton described it as 
a “paper law,” since no such ‘staff 
has been hired. 

He said he hopes to meet next 
week with representatives of the city 
and‘ townships, the school system, 
the park district, the sanitary 
district and similar agencies. 

MUCH ATTENTION is focusing 
on Granite City School District Nine, 
which has been borrowing real 
estate taxes two years ahead. 

‘The limit on first-yéar and second- 
year tax anticipation warrants is a 
percentage of the tax base. The debt 


limit shrinks when the base itself 
decreases. 


As a result, District Nine could 
find itself with much less financial 
flexibility than appeared to be the 
ease before the assessment was 
challenged. 

‘Although any major change in the 
tax base would have an immediate 
effect on the maximum legal limit 
for operating indebtedness, actual 
yearly revenue reductions might be 
partly offset by state financial aid 
based on attendance and financial 
ability. 

However, the state income tax in- 
crease that went into effect last year 
will expire this year unless extended 
by legislators. 

Without it, the state may be hard- 
pressed to maintain in 1984-85 the 
kind of school payments it is making* 
to school districts in 1983-84.

An individual's credit standing is of great im- 
portance to the average consumer. Creditors re- 
ly on information from credit bureaus in deter- 
mining whether a consumer should be issued a 
credit card and what the limit of credit should 
be. In light of this, Congress enacted the Fair 
Credit’ Reporting Act!to ensure. that consumer 
reporting agencies use reasonable procedures in 
providing information to potential creditors. 

Consumer réporting agencies must furnish a 
credit report to the consumer himself if he re- 
quests it in writing. They also provide reports to 
any person who intends to use the information 
for credit transactions, employment, or for the 
underwriting of insurance involving the con- 
sumer. It should be noted that the consumer 
report cannot contain information on bankrupt- 
cy cases more than ten years old or information 
on ‘lawsuits and judgments more than seven 
years old. 

Frequently clients ask what can be done if the 
information in the report is inaccurate. A con- 
sumer has the right to. dispute the accuracy. of 
any information in his credit report. The agency 
is then required to reinvestigate and delete any 
inaccurate information. If the dispute cannot be 
settled, the Consumer is permitted to file a brief 
statement which sets forth the nature of the 


dispute. This statement must be included in any 
future consumer reports. 
In a recent case, a credit reporting agency. 


_ confused a consumer with a man having a 


similar name who had a bad credit record. 
Because of this confusion, the consumer was 


denied credit on numerous occasions. The con- © 


sumer became aware of the problem and asked 
the credit bureau to reinvestigate. They did 
reinvestigate, but did so negligently. Apparent- 
ly, they never even bothered to compare the 
Social Security numbers of the two men. If the 
Social Security number had been checked, the 
problem would have been corrected’ earlier. In 
light of this, the Court awarded the plaintiff 
$10,000.00 in actual damages. 

This case is an example of the potential liabi 
ty which a consumer reporting agency faces for 
negligent acts under the Fair Credit Reporting 
Act. The injured consumer has two years to br 
ingan action for violations of this Act. It should 
be remembered, however, that it will take con- 
siderable time and expense to get such an ac- 
tion to trial. It is still best to work these problems 
out directly with the credit bureau and the 
creditor receiving the inaccurate report. If this 
becomes impossible, a lawsuit may be 
necessary.
